These troops aro 
in command of Gencrals Van Zy!, 
Van.

After the close of the war these 
went into tho mountains on the bor- 
ders of German Southwest Africa, 
where thoy remained with a fow fol- 
lowers. During the past year their, 
handful of men has grown, it is 
claimed, to an army of 4,000 and, is 
still increasing. Jt is expected that 
there will be 10,000 men in the field 
before next January, as Boers who 
are, dissatisfied with the situation 
under the’ British Government are 
coming into the border camp daily. 

Germans Civing Ald, 

The writer of the. letter says in 
part: ‘We are well fortified in the

A Sarvivor’s Story.

“About 700 must have been drown- 
ed.”* 

Stery of the Disaster 

When last seen the Norge was sink- 
ing where she struck on the Islet .of 
Nockall, whose isolated peak rises it- 
eclf from a deadly Atlantic reef some 
290 miles off the west cast of Scot- 
land. 

Early in the morning of June 2B, 
the Norge, which was out of her 
course in heavy weather, ran onto 
the Rockall reef, which in the dis- 
tance looks like » ship, under full 
sail. The Norge was quickly backed 
off, but the heavy seas “poured jn 
the rent in the bows. 

Six Boats Smashed. 

The Norge quickly began to go 
down by the head. Fight boats were 
lowered and into these the women 
and children were hurriedly placed. 
Six of these boats smashed against 
the side of the Norge, and their help- 
Jess inmates were caught up by the 
heavy seas. 

Two boat loads got safely away 
from the side of the sinking ship,

The Norge foundered suddenly, and 
some 600 | terrifod entigrants were 
thrown into the “water and drawn 
down ‘with the sinking ship. ‘Those 
who could’ swim tried ‘to reach ‘the 
boats, but theso were already too 
full, and their: occupgnts beat off the 
drowning wretches with oars. 

The boats kept together for some 
hours. Practically ajl of their occu- 
pants were passen and were not 
used to handling such craft. The 
boat occupied by tho’ survivors land- 
ed at Grimsby was a life-boat. 

Tho rescue of those/on the life-boat 
took place at 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing of June 29, the’survivors con- 
sisting of twenty mcs. one of thom a 
seaman, six women dnd a girl, 

Gave His Life Por Others, — 

One of the survivors said that 
when he got on deck’ the Norgo was 
half submerged and was rapidly gct- 
ting lower in the.water. Half mad 
with fright, the survivors all strug- 
gied for placcs in the boats. They 
fought thoir way to the big life 
boat, and an officer stowed in the six 
women and tho girl and then told 
the men to get in. 

The officer then took charge and 
got the boat away from the side of 
the Norge. Sceing that tho boat 
was already overladen, the officer 
with great heroism jumped into the 
water and. ‘tried to board another 
boat which was not go full. He fail- 
ed and was drowned, 

In the sea by this timo was a mass 
of struggling men, women and child- 
ren, gasping and choking from the 
effects of the water, The boat row- 
ed clear of thin seething inferno, and 
justas sho drow away the Norgo 
went down,

CROWS AND ROOKS. 


There Are Many Points of Difference 
Between These Birds, 

Scientifically corvus is the generic 
title of the bird family which Includes 
crows, rooks, ravens and jackdaws. —_ 

A main distictction between’ crows 
and rooks Is that binck and gray crows, 
which are found always in pairs, are 
migrants, retreating southward with 
the advance of winter, while rocks are 
gregarious and rem\in where they have 
been in the habit of nesting. Crows, 
too, are carrion eaters, while rooks, 
though fond of grubs and worms, will 
not touch dead things unless driven to 
do so by hunger, 

The most obrious individual points 
of difference between the two are the 
absence of feathers from the face of 
the adult rook, giving it a vulture-tike 
look, to which its charecteristics other- 
wise hardly entitle It, and the fact 
that its feathers are of a rich purple 
black, almost iridescent, while the 
plumnge of the biack crow Is In shad- 
{ng somewhat like a badly polished 
boot and possesses but little luster,

Sydney, .N. .S., July 6.—Mouday 
night it Was expected that lore 
trouble would cnsue yesterday morn- 
ing at the stecl works, but the hun- 
dreds of citizens who went there to 
witness the fray were ditappointrd. 
‘There was no demonstration of viol- 
ence whatever. Several employes at- 
tempted to get into the works,” but 
were turned back. ‘The strikers for- 
cibly removed them. ‘The militiamen 
made no effort to interfere ws far 
as the laborers were concerned, but 
did escort officials to the plant under 
cover of anus. Nothing occurred 
that tended to bring on a clush be-_ 
tween men and tilitia. : 

The course the civic authorities in- 
tend to pursue is to Iet matters: go 
on as at present until the military 
is increased to such a Strength as 
will enable them to cope successful- 
ly with the men. The work of re- 
cruiting men for the battery and the 
infantry corps began yesterday morp- 
ing and last evening, the total oum- 
ber of voluntéers in the plant’ nuin- 
bering about 100 ten, 
<= In.connection with this strike thore 
took place last night one of the big- 
gest labor demonstrations ever seen 
in this province, when some 1,500 
members of the PP. W. A. lodges 
throughout the mining districts 
marched through the streets and held 
a masa meeting in the Rosslyn Rink. 
That large building seldom contain- 
ed a closer packed audience, and the 
best of order prevailed. Grand Sec- 
retary Moffatt was the principal 
speaker. He outlined, the causes 
leading up to the strike. Several 
other speakers followed. 

Mr. Moffatt announced that at the 
meeting of the grand sub-council op 
Saturday it was decided to ask the 
Government to appoint a royal con 
mission or make arrangements for 
an unconditional arbitration, and, 
pending the decision, as the case 
might be, the men would be willing 
to go back to work. If the comumis- 
sion or the arbitrators decided 
aguinst them they would abide by it. 

In connection with the strike situa- 
tion at Sydney there has been no 
change of any consequence since Mon- 
day. The 17th Field Battery and a 
squad of the Sith Nattalion Argyle 
Highlanders are still guarding the 
plant, and the city in general is giv- 
en over to military rule. Major 
Crowe of the Field Dattery, is in 
command.

Aberdeen, Seotiand, July 6.—Ano- 
ther boat load containing seventeen 
survivors of the ill-fated Danish 
sicater Norge, which foundered off 
ie Reef, 200 miles from the 
Scottish raintenad, on June 23, were 
landed at Aberdeen last night by 
the steam teawler Largo Bay. © Six 
hundred and twenty-seven souls. are 
Still anissing. ‘The contingent now be- 
ing cared for at Aberdeen conrists 
of 160- passengers, the third mate of 
the Norge, the quartermaster, @ 
steward, a lamp trimmer and one of 
the crew, . 

They drifted at the nfrcy of the 
Atlantic for six days. When both 
water and food were gone and when 
the occupants were almost too ex- 
hausted even to hope, the trawler 
hove in sight. This was on July 4, 
und when the boat was about thirty 
miles off St. Kilda, ‘Those rescued 
had cked out an existence on two 
biscuits per day.

The Gner it Is the more care you must 
take. One snarl will injure more balr 
than you can replace by the care and 
attention of weeks, - 

When you put your hair up, don't 
coll it tightly. It will grow better If 
the coll is Joose nnd soft. 

Never use a wire brush on the bair. 
Use a good, stiff bristle brush. That 
will bring a glow to the scalp.—Chica- 
go News.

The most sympa- 
thetic Influence over a child can be 
gained on no less searching terms. 

An obvious corollary from all this is 
the fearful blunder which busy and 
preoccupied parents make who turn 
their children over to governcsses and 
servants at the most impressionable 
period of their lives and never get near 
enovgh'to the child's life to influence 
him one way or the other? 

The wonder is that children’ brought 
up in that way do not turn out bad 
more often than they do, Their salva- 
tlon Is due to the fact that the govern- 
yess and servants are often in all moral 
essentials much the superior of the 
parents who are capable of turnin!

*~ As if You Had Never Heard the Gospel 
at All—Daogers of Delay Vividly Por- 
trayed By the Preacher. * :

‘Los Angeles, Cal., July 10.—The

enduring happiness and satisfaction 
are not to be found in worldly suc- 
cess, but in embracing the offer of 
salvation through Christ, The ‘text 
ig Mark xii, 34, ‘‘Thou art not Bir 


from the kingdom of God."* 

What is to you the saddest word in 
all the English Janguage? Kdgur Al- 
lan Tov, that brilliant genius of Am- 
ori€an literature, whose dissipations 
endungeoned him in a chamber of hor- 
rora as ghastly us that in which 
Thomas De Quincey was compelled to 
live and whose raven of delirium 
tremens sounded his death knell when 
he had just reacktd forty years of 
age, has made the word ‘‘never- 
more” awful in its significance, In 
it wo hear the black bird of demonia- 
cal despair croaking a dirge. Ino it 
are heard the sobs of breaking hearts 
and uré seen the ghostlike horrors of 
a living charnel house, *'No 
Nevermore! Nevermoret”’ 
that word will always. be the sad- 
dest of all words. 

Thomas Carlyle, the great English 
essayist und philosopher, the master 
of mighty suntences and prose mast- 
er-pieces, dipped his pen in the red- 
dest of all inks when he wrote the 
word ‘‘ought.””) The great author of 
the justly famous philosophical dis- 
sertation upon ‘“khe French Kevolu- 
tion’ declared that the word 
“ought"’ is the saddest’ of all words. 
It has in it all the barsh and rever- 
berating voices which run the gatnut 
of remorse. Carlyle'’s conception of 
the Imperial force of that word 
‘ought’! pad in it the thunder of 
Sinai, and to the offender recreant 
to duty it still sounded, imingied 
with) the taunts of the ,fieuds 
the éternal inferno, deriding 
and mocking the miserable suiferer. 
with the reminders of the bliss he 
might have enjoyed if he had done 
ax he ought. Some have declared 
that the saddest of all words is 
“gone,”’ others “death,” others oe 
spair.”’ But to-day | want to call 
the attention to another word which 
T-think is the saddest word ever Ul 
tered by man. .1t was that) which 
King Agrippa spake to Paul wheo 
on the Roman tribunal of Cacsarea 
Philippi he said “Almost! Alinost 
thou persuadest me to bea Chris- 
tian.” Ah, yes, King Agrippa was 
so pear the kingdom of God that 
just ono step forward would have 
changed him from a pagan into o 
humbly and repeytant follower of the 
Nazarene. Buy that one step was 
never taken. ing Agrippa was ‘‘al- 
tuost’’ persuglied to bo a Christian, 
but his “ulsdost’? never brought bim 
into safety®and eternal fife. 

‘To-day.1 am going to try to help 
some of you to overcome that badl- 
dest of all words, “almost.” ft am 

oing $o show some of you that, likp 

of my text, who caine t 

aha you are ‘‘not far 
fram the kingdom of God," but 1 
ankalso going to show you that to 

‘almost’? saved and yet not saved 
is to be lost completely and utterly 
lost. As the man whirling down the 
rapids of Ningura, who just mnisses 
by one inch the rope which is thrown 
for hid.rescuc, so you who miss by a 
lit(le the offer of redemption are as 
utterly lost as if you had never heard 
the offer. Nay, there ia in your fate, 
the unuiterable sadness of being so 
near salvation and missing it after 
all. The loss of your soul is like the 
loxs of life to the hunter whiose rifle 
ball Just misses the heart of the 
tiger that is leaping upon his defense- 
less body. It is to be lost just as 
much as were the poor fellows who 
were iimprisoned a fow years ago in 
the irdbn hulk of the steamers burn~, 
ing at,the wharfs of Hoboken, in 
New York Harbor. Frantically they 
stood at the barred porthole’. Fran- 
tically they stretched forth* their 
arms through the fron gratings. ‘They 
could see the blue waters of the 
harbor, ‘They could hear the calls of 
the would be rescuers hard at work, 
Tut they were lost, entirely lost, 
though there was ‘‘only onc step" be- 
tween them and perfect safety. 

Almost saved! Yes, you are. How 
do J know it? I learn how near you 
have come to salvation as 1 look at 
the entries on those white pages sow- 
ed between the Old and tho New 
‘Testaments of the family Bible. Dy 
this record of the family births and 
deaths I find your father was 8 
Christian. Your mother was 8 
Christian, Your sisters and brothers 
wore all Christians. I find also that 
your parents reconsccrated their lives 
for God's service when they held you 
before the sacred altar on the day 
you were baptized. It is a very casy 
matter for you. to become ao Chris- 
tlan, with such a family history a3 
that. ‘The son of a good doctor, all 
other conditions being equal, has at 
least ten years the advantage of a 
young’man entering the mcdical pro- 
fession who is not the son of a phy- 
sician. ‘The child who comes from a 
Christian home has a fer greater 
chance of being a Christian than one 
who is not tho son of a Christian, 
or than one who has never been 
brought by youthful association in 
contact with the Christian life. 

"Tis truc,"* sayy some young 
man to mo, ‘'l was born in a Chris- 
tian home: I am not near, however, 
but very, very far from tho kingdom. 
of God. Why, after 1 left my Chris- 
tian homo I seemed to be possessed 
pot with seven dovils, but seventy 


‘er and father and I plunged into. 
Ife: of ‘dissipation..< 1 drank, 

; bled, I blasphomed. I did every= 
thing Ivought’ not to have done, and 
1 left undone everything I ought: to 
have dono. It is said “that when 
Lysimachus was fighting against tho, 
Getac ‘he was entra! by his eno- 
mics*in the desert sands. His thirat 
became: 50 t that he offered: his 
whole kingdoin for a drink of water, 
as Esau sold his birthright for oa 
mags of pottage. But/no sooner had 
Lysimachus slaked his thirst than he 
cried: ‘Ah, wretched ‘me, who: for 
such a 
should have lost so great a kingdom.’ 
Though I*have been brought up ina 
Christian home, ‘for’ the momentary 
satisfying of my evi} I have 
stifled ull those pure influences of 
the paxt.’ Iam like a man who, to 
quench his” thirst, has ~done more 
than to barter away a kingdom. I 
have bartered’ away my Ufe. The 
chalice of sin which I have lifted to 
my lips: was of poison. I feck it 
now, dullipg my brain, dulling my 
heart, dulling my moral scasibilitles. 
I fool as if I were already dead, for 
my nobler self has perished. Eter- 
ma! life is lost to me.” 

Not so fast, brother; not so fast. 
You bave flung yourself into: the 
quagmire of sin, but by your very 
words of despair I know you! are 
near to the kingdowi, I have had ‘in 
my time much experience with young 
cmen, und I have sometimes found 
that, like the prodigal who left his 
father’s home for the far country, 
many young men reared in the best 
of homes have flung themselves into 
the seething whirlpool of sin. ~ But 
these young men were like the pro- 
digal afso in that they came back to 
their father’s home after they had 
spent ther all. The golden cords of 
parental prayer are now tugging at 
your heart. Vilest of sinners you 
may have been; most heartless of 
wayward boys may have been your 
history, but to-day God is calling; 
your dead mother, your redeemed 
mother,. is calling; your broken 
hearted. father is calling: ~ *‘Come, 
come,.come home! Oh, sinner, come 
homet** Will you hear the cry? . Way 
off in that far country of sin ‘thou 
are not far from the kingdom — of 
God.’" Thou art not far from Christ, 
but near, on account of your carly 
Christian home training. 

Almost saved! Yes, you are. I 
know it by the unhappy looks that 
are chiseled in the wrinkles of your 
face. When you started out in life 
you thought the Jrcight of a man's 
dati Ga pe estimated by the 
length of his bank account. You 
thought the worldwide area of bis 
Joy could be always circumscribed 
only by the hemispheric spread of bis 
faine. But now by bitter experience 
you know that wealth and famy only 
bring added cares. You know that 
if a man lives for himself alone, if 
he does not seek the higher joys of 
the soul, if he docs not live for 
Christ? seeking also the welfare of 
his brother man, he can find no hap- 
piness on carth at all. 

You think worldly success can bring 
true happiness? If it could, why did 
it not bring happiness to James G. 
Blaine, the ‘Henry Clay" of the lat- 
ter part of the past century, Murat 
Halstead relates how he went to see 
Mr. Blaine in the Fifth Avenue Ilo- 
tel, New York. The death pallor was 
on his check. In a few weeks his 
broken-heart was to cease to beat. 
Mr. Blaine sat looking into the blaz- 
ing fire. Murat Halstead could not 
say o word. His heart was too full. 
After the two friends sat thus for a 
short time, Mr. Blaine heaved a deep 
sigh as he said, “Oh, Halstead, 1 
could have stood it all if I had not 
lost my two boys.’’ He was finding 
then, as Hanna found, and asa host 
of famous men have found, that hap- 
pinesa and true satisfaction cannot 
be obtained from the world. The 
world misrepresents them, — ridicules 
them and decries them, and, whether 
it gives thein its prizes or not, it 
wounds and tortures them. 

Oh, rich man! 1 appeal to your ¢x- 
perience. Have you not realized that 
hoppiness is not ia wealth? Have 
there not conle times in your life 
when you have felt that moncy and 
honor and power alike fail to give 
you satisfuction? You are disappoint- 
ed with your life. Turn to Christ, 
who say's to such as you, ‘Ile that 
drinketh of the water that 1 shall 
give him shall never thirst again,”* 
Come-to him. Thou art not far fro: 
the kingdom of God. 

Almost saved! Yes, I know it. 
Why? For weeks, perhaps, you have 
been lying prostrate with a danger~ 
ous sickness near the dividing line, 
the crossing of which means the ro- 
creation and the ‘spiritualization ‘and 
the redemption of your life. That 
sick bed means to you Jn a spiritual 
sense what an invalid’s bed meant in 
a physical sense to hint sick of the 
palsy who was laid at Christ's fect.

It ist 
believed that they¢are keeping in 
touch with the udvance of land 
forces, and that if.the Japanese take 
Tuitchekiao, which is understood to 
be their objective, it is thought that 
a landing will bé made simultancous- 
ly at Yinkow, 

The fighting at Kaichou consisted 
of a serics of skirmishes on July 7 
and July 8, ending at the occupation 
of the town by Gen. Oku's troops. 

The Japancse began to push their 
advance north at dawn July 9, and 
since then they have proceeded 
steadily. 

They kept their artillery well to 
the front and shelled and occupied 
Pintzan, seven miles north of Kal- 
chou, at noon July 9. It is now re- 
ported that they are in close touch

Ne Reliable Conjecture As to Its Cause— 
Iasurauce Commitice’s Report, 


Toronto, July 12.—The report © on 
the conflagration of April 19 has 
been issued by the general insurance 
committee who adjysted the losses, 


‘The cause was not ascertained, The 
electrical appliances of ¢ Currio 
buliding “had been ted four 


months previous found in good 
order, and the the of an ovcr-heated 
stove was denicd by the firm. ‘After 
investigation,”” says the report, ‘‘It 
has been impossible to obtain any 
information upon which to base a re-, 
Mable conjecture.’” 

The total aren fire swept was 19.7 
acres, less si pace, or 15.3 
acres of block aren,'and 98 separate 
buildings were burned. All of these, 
with the exception of McLaughlin's 
stone flour mill, were of brick. No 
“fireproot”’ buildings were involved. 
Ordinary mercantile wooden  foist 
construction prevailed. 


‘The Losses, 


There were 338 claims reported on, 
involving 2,043 policies. ‘The total 
amount adjusted was $9,850,000, to 
which is added an estimate-of $500),- 
000 for losses to foreign unlicensed 
companies. Twenty per cent. of the 
loss was on buildings. The insurance 
loss was $8,200,000, plus, for un- 
licensed companies, $175,000, or, in 
all, $8,735,000, om 80 per cent. of 
the value of property destroyed. ‘The 
75 per“ceent. co-insurance clause wus 
found «in nearly all policies.

TIA BILL IN HOUSE 


‘Minister of Militia. Explains the 
Changes It Proposes. 








Follows Example of the Imperial Gevern- 
ment, Matablishes a Militia Council, and 
DisPensea With a General Officer Com- 
manding—Mr, Gourley and Mr, Bourassa 
Develop a Wordy Argument—New Corps 
OMficers to Be Selected Uy Government, 


Ottawa, July 12.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday the new militia 
bill was discussed, It provides for 
the reorganiztion of the militia sys- 
tem, the establishment of a militia 
council and making other important 
changes in the organization of — the 
militia. 

The debate developed a wordy 
argument between Mr. Bourassa-and 
Mr. Gourley and gave the latter a 
chance to air his well-known views 
on military matters. 

Sir Fredcrick Borden, in explain- 
ing his bill, said that he proposed 
following the exainple of the Isoper- 
fal Government and establishing . a 
inilitia council corresponding with 
tho British army council, composed, 
first, of the Minister of Militia, who 
would be chairman of the council, 
with four military men, viz., the 
chief of the general staf, who will 
be the principal officer; the adju- 
tant-general, the quarterinastr-gen- 
eral and the master-general of ord- 
nance and two additional civilians, 
probably the Deputy Minister and 
Chief Accountant of the Department. 
In this way the minister would be 
in touch with the whole thilitia sys- 
tem. The position of the general of- 
ficer commanding would be dispen 
with under the bill, the council being 
Jargely in substitution of that ollice, 

No Interference. © 

Upon the caluse making the Min- 
ister of Militia responsible for the 
administration of militia affairs, A. 
Ingram urged that thére should be 
no interference in any form by the 
ninister, who must necessarily be oa 
political head, in the administration 
of the militia. Sir Frederick Borden 
agrees! that there should be absolute- 
Iy no political interference in pro- 
motion in the various corps, and 
challenged the Opposition to show 
that he had ever interfered in such 
tuatters. But when a new corps was 
being organized it was an entirely 
diflerent: proposition, in such cases 
in England, when a new corps is 
being organized, it is the custom 
that the offic are selected by the’ 
officers of the Gove vent, In Can- 
ada since Confederation the sate 
practice had bewn followed

Bills, Coins and Letters Have a Way 
of Riding Themselves—Experiences 
of a» Man Who Buys Discarded Gar-

“One can't buy castoff clothing for 
many years witout meeting some 
queer experientes,” remarked an “old 
clothes man” the other day as be fum- 
bled, through the pockets of a suit 
which he bad just purchased for 50 
cents, “Of course I don't expect. to 
find anything—nothing except maybe 
sone old letters. But It pays to run 
through the pockets aod feel the lip-, 
{ng. “Ifa man who lets bis wife sell 
bis castof clothes only knew what 
got lost In the, lining of bis coat sonic- 
times he wouldn't feel so casy about 
parting with them. A man sticks Im- 
portant Jetters in his inside coat pock- 
et, and some day when he wants them 
they ar: not there. He bunts and 
fumes around, but the letters don't 
turn up. Then he thinks they must 
have been torn up or burned, and he 
forgets the matter, 

“But Important letters don’t go that 
way generally. They turn up soime- 
times to accuse a man. They find their 
way between the IMning of the coat or 
vest, and we fellows get hold of them.

After be- 
ing perfectly cleaned and made sensi!- 
tive with a rouge boff it was coated 
in a darkened room with the vapor of 
fodine, then placed In the camera and 
exposed before the sitter through the 
lens, It was still kept from the light 
and placed ‘over the fumes of hot mer- 
cury, where the Image developed.—

At the beginnirs of the nineteenth* 
century the Bible was current in some 
forty langunges—today in some 400. 
It is necessary to use sixty different 
sets‘of types to print In these many 
tongues, while some fifty languages 
require to be printed In more charac 
ters than one to be legible to all races 
and creeds in that particular country. 
Again, to translate the Bible into one 
foreign tongue Is in itself a work of 
more than a lifetime very often. What 
muust be then the labor required to 
Iearn some barbaric tongue which bas 
no writing, no characters or alphabet 
of its own and to supply all defi- 
clencles before the task of translation 
can begin? Morcover, the Liblical 
metaphors and siwiles have to be al- 
tered and made comprebensible to un- 
titored minds. One translator, llenry 
Nott by name, spent twenly years In 
Tahiti to learn the language, after 
which he spent another twenty years 
fn translating the book Into the Ta-

Prominent Railway Engineers Testify to the Excellent Qualifica- 


tions Possessed by Canadian Engineers —Mr Stephens, 
Apparently, Did. Not Go About Getting Canadian 
Engineers in the Usual Way or He 


Would Have Got Them. 





Toronto, July 14.—The enquiry ia- 
to the employment of alicns as engi- 
neers on the Grand ‘Trunk  Pacilic 
surveys Was continued pere  yestcr 
day by Judge Winchtster in his 
chambers in the City Hall. H. M. 
Mowat, K.C., appeared ‘on behalf. of 
the Dominion Government, and W. 
H. Biggar represented the company. 
Evidence was taken all day of © ox- 
perienced engincers and surveyors, 
who"showed very clearly that it was 
entirely unnecessary to go outside of 
Canada to obtain competent 
and that Mr. Stephens, chief  ecngi- 
neer of the Grand Trunk Pacific, wus 
entirely mistaken when he said that 
he employed aliens only when unable 
to secure capable Canadians. There 
were many engincers present, and the 
proceedings wore watched with great 
interest. 

W. T. Jennings was the first wit- 
ness called. After 35 years’ experi- 
ence he was decidedly of the opinion 
that it was entirely unnecessary to 
go outside of Canada for any officer 
of any degree required in ‘railroad or 
other like work. If Mr. Stephens en- 
deavored to ebtain Canadians, he did 
not go about it in the usual way. 
Ho mentioned Messrs. Lumsden, Me- 
Leod, Shanly and Keating among 
others as qualified to act as chict 
engineer. He would not recommend & 
man who was addicted to the use of 
liquor. s

THE ORIFLAMB. 


4 Standard That Has Played a Con- 
spicnous Part Im History. 

The Carloringian standard was real- 
ly no other than the orifiamb, which 
bas played so conspicuous ‘a part in 
French history, but was not formally 
adopted until 1082, in the reign of 
Phillp 1. It consisted of a red or crim- 
son Sag, mountd on a gilded staff, the 
fag belong cut into three “vandyskes,” 
to represent “tongues of fire,” with a 
sllken tassel between each.”

The famous Du Guesciin, fighting 
against the English In Poitou, wore 
the red cross, while his adversaries 
wore the white, But after the great 
defeat at Agincourt In 1415 the French 
kings abandoned the orifiamb, because 
It had been assuméi by Henry V. and 
his successors, and Gdopted white as a 
pational color when land bad dis- 
carded it. This is aleurious but little 
known historical fact—All the Year 
Round.

\The Turtle Is a. Peenl liar Creature, 


In Many Respects, 


Almost'alone among God's creatures, 
the turtle has ‘bat'a singie enemy— 
man. It docs’ not seem! to matter to. 
the: turtle whether he stays beneath 
the surface for.an hour or a week, nor? 
does it trouble him to spend an ‘equal 


time on land if the nced arises. | He is 
neither fisb, flesh nor fowl, yet: his 
flesh partakes of the characteristics of 
all' three. "Eating seems.a mere super- 
fuity with bim,‘stnce’for weeks at a 
time be may be headed up in a barrel 
(with the bung out) and emerge after 
bis long fast ‘apparently none the 
worse for bis enforced abstinence from 
food, from Ught and almost from 
alr, and, finally, it may be truly said 
that of all the bigher, warm blooded 
organisms there is none so tenacious 
of fo as the turtle. 1 can troly say 
that I have scen the flesh cleared out 


of a turtle shell and hung up on a tree, 


where for hours the qoulvering, con- 
vulsive movements of the muscles 
went on. Not onlf so, but on one oc 
casion only the head and tall were left 
attached to the shell. Some time had 
elapsed since the meat had been cut 


out of the carapace, and no one could, 


have imagined that any life remained 
in the extremities. But a young Dane, 
noticing that the down hanging head 
had Its mouth wide open, yery foollsh- 
ly inserted two fivgers between those 
horny mandibles. They closed, and 
our shipmate’ was two fingers short. 
‘The edges of the turtle’s jaw had taken 
them off clean, with only the muscular 
power remalning ju the bead. Signor 
Redl once cut a turtle’s bead off and 
noted that it Ilved for twenty-three 
days without n° bead, and another 
whose brain he remored lived for six 
months, apparently unconscious that 
it had suffered any loss.—Leslie’s 
Monthly.

sicamship captain told the writer 
of a like observation made by bim. 
While sailing along the eastern coast 
of South America during the month of 
March bis ship was covered with innu- 
merable spider webs. He was then 
more than 200 miles from land, about

wind was blowing from the continent. 
“The splders seemed like elongated 
balls,” said the captaln, “with a sort of 
umbrella canopy abore them. They 
settled upon the sails and rigging and 
finally diss; red as they came, You 
know,” be added, “that it is not un 
usual for birds to be blown out to sea. 
Dow much easier for a spider, provid- 
ed be has the means to keep himself 
suspended in the alr.”—H. C. McCook, 
LL, D., in Harper’a Magazine.

Chester was be- 
sieged by the Danes and Norwegians, 
but Its Saxon defendera threw down on 
them the becbives of the town, and 
the slege was soon raised.

that she realized that it puld be pec. 
essary to make.a trip to New ork to 
receive expert medical attention if she 
hoped to save the child‘srlife. But to 
travel that long distance the child had 
to have milk. Milk wouldn't keep 


she was, kept back from making the 
trip merely, betause she could not sup- 
ply the child with fresh milk. 

“In her despair she began to experi- 
ment to see if she could not preserve 
milk the same as she did jelly or any- 
thing else. She tried several different 
methods and. finally hit upon a plan 
which seemed to give satisfaction, So 
she preserved several big jars of the 
stuff, put it upon a sailing vessel and 
made the trip. The child fed upon the 
milk and was nourished. 

“In New York several men learned 
of her discovery. They tried to make 
some of the condensed inllk jn the man- 
ner that she bad told them, but falled. 
They followed-her to New Orleans, and 
thero she unwittingly unfolded her 
Valuable secret. On the Island’of Gal- 
veston these men started a small fac 
tory, and there the firrt salable con- 
densed milk was made. 

“The woman died poor. 
facturers made a fortune. Now con- 
Gensed milk is sold In every part of 
the world.” 





CHAMPAGNE MAKING. 


The Methods That Are Used in Fro- 
ducing the Wine. 

It fs to the invention of. the cham: 
pagne cork that the world owes cham- 
pagnue, according to Court Purveyor J. 
Fromm of Frankfort, Germany. 

This wine Is sald to bave becn made 
successfully by the butler of a monas- 
tery near 1 inns, In France, In 1043, 
Until tho carly part of the nlnetcenth 
century sparkling wives were made 
only {n the French province of Cham- 
pagne. 

Next to the wine, hy earl ephden 
the most {mportant\_ps chom- 
pagne. The picking of the grapes used 
requires great cure to prevent discolora- 
tion. The grapes should not contain 
too much acid and coloring mutter, but 
considerable sugar, 

In order that tho grapes sbould not 
become warm, thereby fermenting pre- 
maturely, picking Is done in thg early 
morning hours, The grapes are then 
placed {n the press at once and the 
Juice squeezed out very gently. After 
twelve to twenty-four hours ft fs run 
into vats, where its Impuritics are re- 
moved. After the Orst violent fermen- 
tation Js over the young wine is put in 
cool cellars, foto barrels of from 125 to 
150 gallons. Toward the end of De- 
cember the young wine Is drawn off In 
order to separate it completely from 
the yeast. 

The wine is then mixed with wines 
of other years and kinds, It {s then 
bottled and the progress of fermenta- 
tion carefully watcbed, the bottles be- 
ing opened to “disgorge”’ the albumen, 
yenst ond other products of fermenta- 
tion which it Js necessary to get rid of. 
It is then“sweetened and stored In cel- 
lars to mature for the market.

The Calendar Calculation. 


Cacsar’s reformed calendar made the 
year about eleven minutes too long— 
that Is, the solar year began cleren 
minutes earlier each twelvemonth than 
the calendar year, In 1582 Pope Greg- 
ory XIIL; found that the solar year 
had gained ten days on the calendar 
year. He corrected this and to keep 


the two years more nearly together or- 
dered that thereafter only centurial 
years divisible-by 400 should be Icap 
years. ‘This calculation is this: By add- 
ing eleven minutes regularly to the © 
year, at the end of a century the legal 
calendar has had one more day than 
the solar calendar, By giving up the 
additional day of leap year in three 
centurial years the legal calendar bas 
at the end of three centuries nearly 
one day less than the solar calendar. 
This difference {s corrected by having 
nn extra day in the fourth centurial 
year. The arrangement {s so nearly 
exact that the two years differ by only 
one day in 3,323 years,

A TOBACCO LEGEND. 


The Story of the Way In Which Man 
Obtained the Weed, 

An ethnologist tells an interesting 
story as to how tobacco was frst ob- 
tained by man, according to the tra- 
ditions of the Menominee Indians: 

‘One day the god hero, Manabozo, 
was on a journey,’ when he perceived 
a delightful odor. It scemed to come 
from a crevice in the cliffs high up on 
a mountain side. On going closer he 
found a tavern which was occupled by 
a giant. In fact, the glant was the 
tenant of the mountain, and from tho 
mouth of the cave a passage led dows 
into the very center of the bill, where 
there was a large chamber, Around 
the chamber were stacked great quanti- 
ties of bags filled with curious dried 
leaves. From the leaves proceeded the 
delicious fragrance. 

“Theso Jeaves were tobacco. Once 
n year, tfic giant explained, all of the 
spirits came to the mountain for the 
purpose of smoking this exquisite 
weed, But it was not possible to give 
any of it away,” said the ethnologist. 
“Nevertheless Mannbozo watched for 
an opporunity and, snatching up one 
ofthe bags, Hed, closely pursued by 
the glant. The thief leaped from peak 
to peak, but the giant followed so fast 
ns to finally overtake him. So Mana- 
bozo turned upon him and, opbralding 
him for bis stinginess, transformed 
him {nto a grasshopper. 

“That is the reason why the grass- 
hopper is always chewing tobacco. 
Mannbozo took the bagful of leaves 
and distributed them among his 
friends, the ancestors of the Indians of 
today. Since then they have had the 
use and enjoyment of the plant.” 












Hew Bacon Settled Him. 

A story that Is told of Leonan! Ba- 
con, who was one of the best known 
theologians in New England in the Iat- 
ter half of the nincteenth century, H- 
lustrates the absurdity of a popular 
kind of argument. Dr, Bacon was at- 
tending a conference in one of the New 
England cities, and some assertions he 
made in his address were yebemently 
objected to by a member of the opposi- 
tion. 

“Why,” he expostulated, “I never 
heard of such a thing in all my lfel!” 

“Mr. Moderator,” reJolncd Bacon 
calmly, “I cannot allow my opponent's 
ignorance, however vast, to offsct my. 
knowledge,- however small.”.

~ FOSTER” YOUR 7 TALENTS. Seif, 


Plans For Keeping Winter Garntnte Every Girl Cam Deo One Thing Well: 


Safe Through the Sammer. 

‘The most effectual way to render a 
house moth proof is to give it each re 
curring spring and fall ‘a general and 
thorough cleaning. One of the arch 
enemies of the moth is cleanliness. An- 
other is light. ‘This pest, Jike all evil 
doers, loves dark haunts aud dirt and 
hates the sunlight, says:a writer Ip 
Good Honsekceping. 

To the possessor of a cedar chest or 
wardrobe the task of storing clothing 
is 2 comparatively easy one. 

Moth balls are considered by many 
to be adequate protection if dropped 
among stored articles. But on account 
of the disagreeadlo odor which clings 
to garments long after unpacking their 
use becomes objectionable. 

All fur garments, rugs and the like 
should be safely stored before there 
has been heat enough to transform the 
chrysalld into the winged insect. The 
Preliminary step in putting away furs 
for the summer is to glve them a thor- 
ough combing with a ‘dressing comb, 
thereby dislodging any possible torpld 
worm or eggs. Then after beating well 
and alring sprinkle freely with pulver- 
ized gum camphor, cedar dust, tobacco 
leaves or anything else bighly aromat- 
fc, and dispose of the furs in” paper 
flour sacks of ample size, 

Do not tle the openings of the sacks,” 
but instead turn the edges over and 
paste them down witb a strip of mus- 
lin. When flour sacks are not obtain- 
able make sacks of newspapers, past- 
ing, not sewing, the edges together. 
Printers’ fok is sald to be peculiarly 
obhoxlous fo moths and other insects. 

Blankets may be safely stored in 
such receptacles provided always the 


stress cannot be laid upon the necess!- 
4 for baving all stored articles cr te 
ously clean, . 

The oll of cedar Is sald to be a sure 
preventive against the ravages of 
moths, As to oll stains, care must be 
taken that it does not come fn contact 
with clothing. To use it, saturate balls 
of cotton wadding and drop them in 
tightly closed boxes and trunks.

Yellowstone lake, the largest sheet of 
water in America at so high an elcra- 
tion, with its indented shore line and 
140 square miles of surface dotted 
with forested islands, presents to lor- 
ers of nature a series of picturesque 
landscapes unequaled upon any other 
inland waters. The far famed falls 
of the Yellowstone, with thelr unlque 
and marvelous rock setting, and the 
Grand canyon, with {ts majestic out- 
lines and brilliant coloring, are worthy 
of all the praise bestowed upon them 
and merit a separate descriptive art! 
cle, More than a score of waterfalls 
and cascades, some of them of ex- 
quisite grace and beauty, pour the wa- 
ters of mountain torrents and platcau 
Inkes from the uplands to the, low- 
lands, Many of them well descrve a 
visit, but thelr fame is obscured by 
the real marvels of the Yellowstone, 
Again, the fossil forests, so seldom 
visited, tell a most interesting story of 
a buried plant world, of expfosive erup- 
tions of mud rolcanoes and the grad- 
ual piling up of erupted lavas and 
asbes, All -these, enticlog as they 
seem, appear insignificant when com- 
pared with the bydrothermal phenome- 
na’ displayed in «geysers, bolling 
springs, hot Inkes, solfaturas and num- 
berless fumaroles, which bave gained 
for the park the appellation of the won- 
derland of America, Unquestionably 
it fs this hot water treatment which 
the region has undergone that has de- 
veloped most of the objects of intercst 
and made the park famous the world 
over. Even the lake owes much of Its 
attractiveness to its bot springs and 
paint pots, and the Grand canyon 
would lack its brilllancy of coloring 
and {ts sculptured buttressed walls 
but for the long continued action of 
hot as well as cold water.—Arnold 
Hague in Scribner's.

Trees and shrubs with golden leaves, 
when poorly: ‘illamlnated —that 1s, 
through ‘eltber blue or red glass—be- 
came green or in some cases blanched. 
tn no case did:the colored glass have 
a beneficial effect, most plants after 
a month's exposure putting forth 
smaller Icaves, less vivid in coloring. 
In some cases a Yery apparent stunt- 
ing of the plant’s growth was observ- 
able,

the volatilization ‘of the oll contained 
in the kernal by heat. Field corn docs 
not pop because the outer portion of 
the kernel Is more porous, permitting 
the escape of the oj] as it volatizes, 
while in the case of popcorn a great 
pressure is developed in the kernel by 
the confined ofl and the kernel {gs sud- 
denly exploded and turned wrong side 
out.

Hortensius, the Roman orator, is said 
to have been able, after sitting a whole 
day at a public sale, to give an ac 
count from memory of all things sold, 
with the prices and names of the pur- 
chasers, 

Coming to later times, the following 
anecdote affords an instance of won 
derful powers of memory: An Eng: 
lishman went to Frederick the Grea{ 
of Prussia for the express purpose of 
giving him an exhibition of his powe: 
of recollection. Frederick sent for Yol- 
talre, who was then residing at the 
Prussian court. At the klog’s request 
Voltaire read:a Jong poem which" hé 
had just composed. ~The Englishmar 
Was present and was in such a position 
that he couki hear every word of thé 
poem, though he was concealed from 
Voltalre’s notice, After the reading of 
the poem Frederick observed to the au- 
thor that the production could not be 
an original one, as there was a forelgo 
gentleman present who could recité 
every word of it. Voltaire listened In 
amazement to the stranger as he re 
peated, word for word, the poem which 
he had been at so much pains in com 
posing, and, giving way to a momen- 
tary outbreak of passion, he tore the 
manuscript in pieces. He was then in- 
formed how the Englishman had be- 
come acquainted with his poem, and 
his anger being appeased he was will- 
ing to do penance by copying down the 
work from the second repetition of the 
stranger, who was able to go through 
it as befora 

There lived In the sixteenth century 
at Padua a law student who had tralin- 
ed bis memory to such a high degtce 
of perfection that he could recito 36,- 
000 words after once hearing them 
read. 

Jedediah Buxton, an illiterate per 
son of the elglteenth century, used to 
put his memory to a curious use, On 
one occasion he mentioned the quantl- 
ty of ale he had drunk free of cost 
since he was twelve years old and the 
names of the gentlemen who had given 
it to him. The whole amounted to 
6,116 pints, 

As again showing that retentive gifts 
were not found in the educated alone, 
there Js a notable Instance of “Blind 
Jamie,” who lived some years ogo in 
Stirling. He was a poor, uneducated 
man and totally blind, yet be could 
actually repeat after a few minutes’ 
consideration any verse required from 
any part of the Bible, even the obscur- 
est and least important.

Inents, Mr. Maclean found consiger- 
able encouragement on both sides of

Ilis election as 
Vresident of © the Transvaal took 
place in 1882, being confirmed in 
1883, nnd his re-clection followed in 
1888, 1893 and 1898. His term as 
Yresident ceased in 1900 in Novem- 
ber of which year he took refuge in 
Holland. His literary efforts consist: 
ed in the publication of his memoirs 
fn 1902. He was married several 
times, his third wife dying at Dre 
toria during the recent war. 


LIBERAL UNION COUNCIL. 
Rt. Hon. Joroph Chamberlain Chosen 
Chief of the Orgnatzation. 


London, July 15.—Joseph Cham- 
Herlain was elected president’ and 
Lord Lansdowne and Lord Selborne 
vice-presidents of the newly | con- 
structed Liberal-Unionist council, at 
a meeting in London yesterday, 
which was attended hy 1,700 to 1.- 
suv delegates from all parts of the 
hingdom. 

A resolution was passed In favor of 
a complete reform of the Mritish fis- 
cal system; approving the Premier's 
demand for increased power to deal 
with hostile tariffs and ‘dumping’ 
and expressing sympathy with the 
proposals for preferential — arrange- 
tnents between the colonics and the 
Motherland.

Derlain. who presided, pointed out 
that it must fairly represent — the 
views of the Liberal-Univonists, as no 
fewer than 278 separate associations 
wero represented at the meeting.

Mr. Chamberlain presided over an 
immense meeting in Albert Hall last 
night under the auspices of the Lit- 
eral-Unionist Council. 

Mr. Chamberlain, who received an 
ovation, said that the pbject of the 
Liberal-Unionist Council Was primar- 
ily the maintenance of t union be 
tween Great Britain and Yreland un- 
der the control of one supreme Par- 
Hament. There ix nothing in the 
present circumstances to justify the 
reloxution of vigilance in this direc- 
tion. : 

Mr. Chamberlain. said the council 
was impressing upon the Government 
the necessity of reform in Irish elec- 
toral representation, p 

Mr, Chamberlain concluded by ridi- 
culing the’ Oppositian. 

Vote af Confidence Carried.

F. Ellis, President of the Board of 
Trade, and Major Robertson, Secre- 
tary of tho Reception Committee. 
At noon he was the guest of the 
committee at luncheon at the To- 
ronto Club. 


AT MASSEY MALL, 


In the evening he was grected at 
Massey Hall by the most represen- 
tative audience ever seen on a pub- 
lic occasion here. 

Jt was announced that the demon- 
stration at Massey Hall would be of 
non-political character; but this laud- 
able intention proved to be in the 
nature of endeavoring to bind the 
leviathan with a cord. The speeches 
of the chairman, ex-Mayor Shaw, 
Rev, John Potts and Mr. Barlow 
Cumberland were « non-political, but 
strongly Imperialistic in tone. One 
incident that gave an indication of 
the sentiment ef the audience was 
the tremendous applause with which 
ea mention of the name of Chamber- 
loin was recedyed. 

But it was Lord Dundonald’s own 
Bpecch that determined the character 
of the mecting. It was from start 
to finish a Vigorous attack on the 
Laurier Government and a vindica- 
tion of his owrr policy.

“I do not consider that it is neces- 
gary te trouble you with many words 
with regard to the particular incident

Enfield cartridge in the country In 
half an hour. 

“When soldiers get into action, 
gach man carrics about 150 rounds 
pn his person in pandoliers and 
pouches. Ammunition carts follow 
each battalion with a reserve eup- 
ply. To get the cartridges from 
ithe carts to the firing line mules 
fusually are employed. They are fit-

‘Seeing Distances. 

About 200 miles In every direction 
is the distance 2 man can sce when 
standing on a clear day on the peak 
of the highest mountain—say at @ 
helght of 26,668 fcet, or a little over 
five miles above the level of the sea. 
An observer must be at a height of 
6,007 feet above sca level to sec objects 
at a distance of 100 miles. The dis 
tance In miles at which an object upon 
the surface of the earth is visible Is 
equal to the square root of one and 
one-half times the height of the ob 
server in feet abore sea level. Some 
allowance has to be made for the ef- 
fect of atmospheric refraction, but as 
the refraction varics at different heights 
and is affected by the various states of 
the weather, no precisely accurate fig- 
ures for general purposes can be given, 
Probably from one-fourtecnth to one 
tenth of the distance given by the 
formula would have to be deducted, 
owing to the refrattion of the atmos 
phere.

Mew to Clean and Pack Woolens. 

For cleaning clothes that are to be 
packed away select a sunny, winds 
day, advises Table Talk. ’ut every 
garment on the clothesline and after 
the pockets have been turned inside 
out, the garments whipped free from 
dust, let them hang for two or three 
hours in the sun. There {ts no better 
disinfectant than sunshine and fresh 
alr. If a garment necds sponging have 
on hand the following preparation: 
Japanese cleaning cream, one-quarter 
pound of castile soap, one-quarter 
pound ammonia, one ounce ether, one 
ounce aicohol. Cut the soap tine and 
dissolve in one quart of boiling soft 
water. Add four quarts cokl water aud 
the other Ingredients. 

Dress skirts will wrinkle less if fold- 
ed right side-out. Dresses should be 
carefully folded in newspapers, each 
one separately, and placed Jn the draw- 
ers or trunks, with a good sprinkling 
of cloves between them. In folding 
men's ghrments care shoukl be used. 
Fil the sletves with folded newspa- 
pers and put a few clores in cach 
pocket. 

A little Investment of time and Inbor 
will bring good returns in the fall, or 
even such packages may be Icft for 
years without fear if they are not 
needed for use. Seal all boxes alr tight 
by pasting strips of paper about the 
cover. It is a good plan to put away a 
few articles every week as they are 
Iald aside and cleaned, This makes 
the work far less of a task.

the moisture until Aeptcember.

When Sir Wiliam Spoke,

SPENCER AND 10 GEORGE EUOT. - 


‘The Philosopher Yas as an Admirer of the 
Famous Novelist. 

In Herbert Spencer's auto-blo- 
gtaphy he tells of his friendship with 
Miss Evans, etter. known to fame 
s George Eliot. Ho describes her 

Host admirable woman, men- 
tally, he over met: ‘The greatness

King Edward's African Visitor. 

Tho cable the other day told of the 
reception by King Edward at Buck- 
ingham Palace of the Alake of Abco- 
kuta, who is the most powerful and 
intelligent chicf of West Africa. He 
is tho principal ruling chief of the 
Province of Abeokuta, the capital of 
which—Abeokuta—has a population 
of from 50,000 to 80,000. The pro- 
vince, mblch Se some 8,000 
square lew, {aythe rr! See To Lagos, 
and js occupiod by—Iig! one of the 
divisions of the great Yoruba race 
which inhabits the whole of the col- 
ony and Protectorate of Lagos. The 
Alake is a maz of 40 ycars of age, 
and possesses remarkable intelli- 
gence with great mental and physi- 
cal strength. He has shown suflicient 
force of charactcr to sct aside bad 
native customs, such, for example, 
as the wearing of a veil, as is usual 
antong crowned chiefs in order to 
render themselves invisible, Original- 
ly a Pagan, he has now. embraced 
Chrjstianity, is a regular church- 
gocr, and docs everything in his 
power to promote educational pro- 
gress. Ho has always been very loy- 
alto tho British Administration. 
Two years ago the railway was op- 
ened ¢* Abeokuta. The Alako is ac- 
companied to England by bis cousin, 
Prince Ademola of Abcokuta, who 
resides at Lagos ea the Alako’s re 
presentative. He speaks and writes 
English porfectly. The Alake’s object 
in visiting England is to be present- 
ed to the King, and to study ques- 

tlons of farming and agriculture, 
which will be useful to his people,

Herbert Spencer's Letter of Warning. 

In the New York Independent of 
May 5 appeared tho first of three in- 
stallments of unpublished letters of 
the late Herbert Spencer, with’ an 
introduction by George Llewellyn 
Rees. The Ictters were written — to 
the late James A. Skilton and Dr. 
Lewis G. Janes, formerly President 
of the Brooklyn Ethical Association, 
who wera among Spencer's closest, 
, American friends, 

Among the Ictters is the following: 
‘February 2,°1895.—Dear Mr. Skil- 
ton,—In one respect you have mis- 
read my books, or nmfisunderstood an 
essential thing contained in them. 
You believe that the course of things 
in socicty is to’ be changed by teach- 
ing. 1 do not believe any such 
thing. Everywhere I have contended, 
agd I contend still, that fcclings, 
not ideas, determine social results— 
that everything depends, not upon 
intellect, but upon character, . and 
character is not, to bo changed in a 
day or in a generation. 

“You think that I have got somo 
message and that utterauce of it 
might stave off impending evils. I 
have but one message—be honest; ro- 
gard the equitable claims of others, 
whilo maintaining your own. Tho 
disregard of all save personal in- 
terests is tho jinderlying cause of 
your present state and of impending 
disasters. As I paid years ago 
apropos of American affairs, a fatal 
trait in your society is the admira- 
tion for smart men, and I believe I 
said, or implicd, that a people 
among whom there is an admiration

Old St. Paul's, as this church is 
known in history, stood for over five 
hundred years, and during that per- 
jod witnessed some stirring and 
exciting events. In fact, a great por- 
tion of English history is epitomized 
in tho history of the church, 

In Richard the Second’s day, Lud- 
gate Hill often witnessed the pictur- 
esque sight of monks, pedlars, pil- 
gtims, and other wanderers wending 
their way to the sacred shrine to 
deposit their offerings or obtain heal- 
ing and strengthening’ virtue from a 
contemplation of the many relics 
that were guarded by the monks, 
and regarded with awe by the wand- 
ering crowds. No suspicions az to 
their genuineness ever entered the 
minds of ‘these simple people. It is 
only in these less reverential days 
that we raise » broad sinile when 
we aro told that Old St. Paul's con- 
tained, among other relics, “A knife 
of our Lord,- some hair of Mary 
Magdalene, some blood of St. Paul, 
some milk of the Virgin, the hand of 
St. John, pieces’ of the impetuous 
skull of Thomus a Becket. and the 
head and jaw of King Ethelbert!” 

In the early days of Queen Eliza- 
beth the church had become what the 
Temple was in Christ's day—a den of 
thieves and worse. ‘The Queen issued 
& proclamation . forbidding fray, 
drawing of swords in the church, or 
shooting of hand-guns or dugg with- 
in the church or church-yard, under 
pain of two months’ imprisonment. 
But thie had little effect. The writ- 
er of “Old and New London,” says 
that at this time ‘Cheats, gulls, 
assassins and thicves ghronged the 
middle aisle of the church. Adver- 
tisemments of all hinds covered the 
walls, The worst class of servants 
eaine there to be hired. Worthless 
rascals and disreputable, flaunting 
women met there by .appointment.; 
Shakespeare makes. St. Paul's the 


-place where Falstaff! hires Bardolph; 


and the third scene in Ben Jonson's 
“Every Man in his*Humor*’ is plac- 
ed In the middle aiste of the church. 

Soon after the accession of James 
the First, Digby, Winter, Grant and 
Bates, four of the Gunpowder plot 
conspirators, were hung, drawn and 
quattercd before the west front en- 
trance, not far away from where 
Queen - Anne's statue now stands, 
Ifere, too, the drawing for prizes in 
the state lottcricsstook place. 

‘The church had now stood for over 
four hundred years, and began to 
show signs of decay, but the restor- 
ation of the church was delayed 
again and again all through the per- 
fod of the Commonwealth, until the 
great fire enveloped the city in its 
embrace in 1666, and Old St. Paul's 
becanie a thing of the past, and the 
monumental work of Sir Christopher 
Wren took its place. 

The fire broke out on Sunday 
morning, Sept. 2,.1666.. On ‘Tucs- 
day evening it cnught the top of the 
church, ond before nine o'clock, says 
Taswell, “it Diazed so conspicuous

The work is very simple and casily 
described. The clay makes an uniu- 
terrupted and rapid process from the 
knot-holes to the wagons In the rail- 
way sidings at the doors of the 
kilns, In many yards the stcam diye 
grr tears the clay from the beds 150 
pounds at a time; the filled trucks 
are. drawn by power to the mill, 
where the clay arrives in soft lumps. 
One steam digger doca the - work. of 
twelve men; each of. the machines for 
manufacture does the work of hun- 
dieds of men. No hand touching it, 
the clay is tipped into a mill. where 
it is reduced to powder; then it pase- i

{Sewing the ribbon on.) 

ment perfectly. *It is very simple, and 

the illustrations give'n clear idea of it. 

The stock in trade Js to be found In 
pearly every workbasket. ’ 

A needle with a rather large eye and 
an embroidery frame are perbaps the 
most important items, With the frame 
one can use materials that would with- 
out it be too thin to work on with 
comfort and -atcuracy. For back- 
grounds tho choice Is unlimited, vary- 
ing from satin and silk to coarse Hnen 
of a sudiciently open texture to perinit 
ribbon to. be drawn through. The rib- 
bons themselves are various, one much 
used belong the thin pompadour kind 
one-cighth of an Inch wide, This Is 
suited to fine and dainty work. A 
wider ribbon, sometimes variegated or 
crumpled, is employed for bigger un- 
dertakings, as it produces bold effects 
without very much stitching. A fancy 
edged ribbon, such as shown In the 
second cut, is suitable for other styles 
of work, 

The work with the thin baby ribbon 
and with wide, soft siJk or crape rib- 
bon 1s the same and is done in two 
ways, The ribbon may be drawn 
through the material with the needle, 
ag In the upper figure of the first cut, 
or It may be stitched Into position 
with allk, as in the lower figure. The 
sketch shows purposely the very sim- 
plest flower forms, but much more 
elaborate effects may be obtained. 

The use of fancy edged ribbon fs dlt- 
ferent. It Is never drawn through the 
material. The first step ia to run a 
thread through the plain edges, as 
xbown in the sccond cut, on which to 
father, it up, and the next Is to sew it 
on. 

Some flowera can be worked without 
once cutting the ribbon, Others, owing

to thelr shape, require the ribbon to be 
cut at the end of each row of petals, 
the end of the ribbon belug turned un-

the arrow turn toward any one of them 
and then remain motionless, pointing 
at bim.

Indced, you can make It rotate all the 
way round In either direction as long 
ne you please by continulng to rub and 
keeping your hand always just ahead 
of the point of the arrow. It is not nec 
essery to rub very Dard or all the time. 

The difficult part of this trick is bal- 
ancing the arrow on the needle. The 
sort of arrow shown in the picture Is 
the caslest to balance.

A very ugly situation is develop- 
ing in resrard to the searching by 
Russian volunteer cruiscrs cf Brit- 
ish and German mail ships, in. the 
Red Sea. The seizure of mail ‘bags 
en route to Japan and of ships car- 
rying coal to Japanese porta is rous- 
4ng intense resentment, and it bs 
pointed out that the vessels making 
these scizurcs came through the Dar- 
danciles as merchant ships. The 
‘probability is that Great Lritain will 
insist on Turkey shutting the stralts 
absolutely, under terms of the trea- 
ty. of Paris, to any vessel. that may 
‘be used by Russia for naval purpos- 
em. A special cable to The Globe in- 
dicates that British cruisers will 
hereafter sce that justice is done to 
firitish ships on the high seas,

Ho was subscquently mado Dishop of 
Frascati. Ho enjoyed, through 
favor of the French Court, tho rev- 
enues of two rich abbeys, as well as 
a Spanish pension. ‘The French rovo- 
lution stripped him of his fortune, 
end he had to take refuge in- Venico 
for three years. In 1800 George IIT. 
granted him a pension of £4,000. Ha 
died, the Inst of the Stewarts, July 
13, 1807. The Crown jewels carricd 
off by James II. were bequeathed by 
the Cardinal to George 1V., then 
Prince of Wales, who in 1819 caus- 
ed Canova to erect a monument in 
St. Peter’s that bears: the names of 
“James TIL., Charles 1f1., and Hen- 
ry IX."’ 

Outdoors With Ruskia. _ 

Ruskin was a good walker, but no 
athicte. He and Mr. Allea were out 
ong day upon the mountainside.

‘How 
I Wish," said Ruskin, “I could do 
what those men are doing! I was 
never allowed to do any work which 
would have strengthened my back, 
i wasn't allowed to ride, for fear of 
being thrown off; nor to box, be- 
cause it was “vulgar; I was allowed 
to"fenee, because it was gentocl."’

Ruskin at this 
time was in the forties. 

What a companion must Ruskia 
have been on mountain walks around 
Bonneville and Chamonix! Mr, Al- 
len looks back, as one can well un- 
derstand, to those days among tho 
Alps as the most stimulating*and In- 
teresting of his life. **Ruskin'’s great 
works,"’ he says, ‘‘was to teach peo- 
ple to see. He had an eye for every- 
thing—clouds and stones, hills and 
flowers, all interested him in the 
name intense way. And what he saw 
and felt he communicated in inimi- 
table and incvitablo cloquence to 
thers. I scom to hear him now 
breaking forth Into a rhapsody of de- 
light as we came unexpectedly, on a 
walk up the Brezon, upon a sloping 
bank of the star gentian. Heo was 
full, too, of sympathy with the life 
of the people.

But perhaps the most remarkable of 
all the papers which find a common use 
in the Japanese houschold are the 
leather papers of which tobacco 
pouches and pipe cascs are made. They 
are almost as tough as French kid, so 
translucent/that one can nearly seo 
through them and as pliable and soft 
as calfskin. The materinl of which 
they are made Is as thick as cardboard, 
but as flexible as kid.

by this autumn. The Minister creat- 
ed some amusement by declaring that 
prices of smoking tobacco had fallen

On the occasion of the unveiling of 


dral Eden Phillpotts said there wero 
paramount qualitics that underlay 
ell Blackmore's books.

Members absenting themselvea from 
the House without adequate or reas 
sonable excuso were rigorously pun- 
ished. °A Jaw in Richard II.'s reign 
declared that “if any person © sun 
moncd to Parliament do ‘absent 
hithself and come not at-the said 
summons, unless he may reasonably 
and honestly excuse himself to our 
Lord the King, he shall be amersed 
or otherwise punished according as of 
old times hath been used to be dono 
within the same realm in the said 
law.’ Committal to prison, fines, or 
the forfciture of their wages were 
somo of the means used to keep 
members to thei¢ dutics, but hunting 
with the King was anothcr matter, 
the following being recorded in James 
I.’s time: ‘Sir Robert Wroth hath 
leave to absent himself for a se'n- 
night, upon the King’s hunting © in 
the forest; hath leave, paying a buck 
to Mr. Speaker.’’ In later» Parlia- 
ments fines were infilcted for absence, 
but the practice ceased altogther to- 
wards the close of the seventecnth 
century.

For 
example, it Is positive that the mur- 
derer did not bring this club with bin, 
From this postulate there are two pos- 
sible deductions—first,{the man may 
not hare Intended mtréer when he 
entered the house; second, he may not 
have entered the house at all.” 

“AL! Now you are doing better, Mr. 
Rarnes,” sald Mr. Mitchel, with a 
pleasant sulle. 

“You mean that the criminal may 
have been an inmate of the house and 
therefore did not need to look for a 
weapon, belog famillar with those at 
hand, eh?"

This description must serve for the 
hen; allowing her more length of back 
and emphasizin,

cences. I would not be too hard on 
a {fresh ‘looking hen if ber comb fell 
over, providing it was not coarse er 
meaty. The head is comfortably fin- 
ped a fusion of beard and 
m A | though only one point, 
should receive due weight, yet it does 
not entirely constitute a Faverolles, 
so a class should not be judged for 
head-feather. In 
cocks, at any rate, there scems to be 
a departure in color from that of the 
first tFaverolles’ which were cxhibited. 
The neck and saddle hackles are too 
white. The standard asks,for them 
to be straw color; the meaning’ in- 
tended was the applications fanciers 
make of the word ‘‘straw’’ to de- 
scribe a yellowish white, a creamy. 
white, rather than the color of red 
wheat: straw. I think the hackles of 


the cock should be the same color 
as tho breast of the hen. Beard,

and fect be as white and fine in scale 
as you can breed them. The back 
may boast of a few brown feathers, 
which often spread on to the shoul- 
ders without annoyance; whatever 
white there is about the back and 
shoulders should be of the same 
creamy tint of straw color. (i.e, 
what would be ‘‘ofl"* color in a white 
fowl). The tail is short, broad in 
feather, black in color, with bronze 
or bronze-black coverts. I forget the 
hen is salmon color, preferring to 
think of -her as fawn color. Her 
neck, back, shoulders, and wings 
should be a fawn-brown; her muffling, 


breast and undercolor a creamy 
white. I jike her wings free from 
black, but would pass a little is 


her tall. Her hackles should be lac- 
ed with tho lighter color, making 
them brown striped, without any 
black in them. This freedom from 
black {s frequently seen, and should 
be encouraged; 
expect these thoroughly brown-hacki- 
ed birds to be in a minority 
amongst their chickens. Hens white 
on head, in hackle, on breast, or a 
washy white-brown color on the 
back, are out of place in a show pen, 
the aim being a combination of the 
two distinct delicate shades of fawn- 
brown. 

Some of tho best birds of either 
sex have been bred from: one.) pen 
containing parents similar to those 
I havo attempted to describe. Hatch 
your Faverolles chickens when you 
like, give them a long spell in the 
nest under their mother, so that they. 
may gain strength, and then coop 

them in the open, and let them take 
their chance, which is considerably in 
favor of rearing them, bar accidents. 
In a decently dry coop, with ordi- 
nary food and attention, they will 
gtow at an amazing pace. The chick- 
ens are continually changing color, 
white nest-down gives place to suc- 
cessive feathers darker or showing 
more color than their predecessors, 
until, at the last mapalty into» adult 
plumage, the~breast of. the cockorel 
becomes the solid black most of us 
wish to see, These hardy, indepen- 
dent, ever-foraging chickens are al- 
most perfect subjects for artificial 
rearing; they learn their way into 
the rearer in a few hours, and then 
may be depended upon always to get 
home. 

Tho Faverolles offers scope to the 
most experienced breeder of show 
fowls; as a utility fowl its strongest 
competitor is the buff Orpington. I 
have come to the conclusion, after 
some years’ experience of the two 
sido by side, that the Favorolles is 
preferable, as it lays earlier and lays 
more egg# before coming on broody; 
some never sit. True the eggs are 
neither so largo nor so dark in cok 
or, but the utility Faverolles keeper 
would have no difficulty in establish- 
ing a strain possessed of these re 
quirements, as some hens lay large 
and rich brown © colored eggs. The 
Faverolles being a good winter layer 
must have some credit for quantity, 
if not of the very highest quality.

There may be 
elther two or three panels, but two are 
usually enough, Each panel’ should 
be 36 by 18 Inches and have two turned 
legs about elght inches bigh for a sup- 
port.. These can be obtained at small 
cost at a woodworking shop or can be 
cut from some old piece of furniture 
The ‘frame is made exactly like the 
frame of a plain screen door, but the 
crosspieces, which are used as braces 
to strengthen the frame, are placed a 
Mttle above the middle of one panci 
and as much below tho-middle of the 
other one. _ 

The frame is painted or stained; thea 
a corer is made for the right side, using 
art denim of a pretty shade on whick 
have been appliqued sprays of flowers 
and foliage cut from cretonne. It can 
be put on in elther one or two pleces 
for each panel, being fastened closely 
with fancy tacks, Before this corer 
is tacked In place the pockets for the 
back of the screen are stitched to It, as 
it Is almost impossible to do the work 
after the cover {s in place. 

All the pockets are made with a cas- 
ing at the top, in which elastic {s run, 
so they are kept tight and snug. The 
deep pocket can be used to hold un- 
finished work or mending. Some dis- 
tance above It a pocket of six inches in 
depth éan be placed, to be used for 
holding patterns. All the pockets are 
made to extend clear across the panel. 
On the other panel there are two pock- 
ets, both shallow, one near the top anti 
the other at the bottom.

A Carious Phenomenon, 

A singular phenomenon occurs on 
the borders of the Red sea at a place 
called Nakous, where ioterm’ q 
derground sounds have been heard for 
an unknown number of centuries. It 
is aituated at about half a mile’s dis- 
tance from the shore, whence a long 
reach of sands ascends rapidly to a 
height of 300 feet. This reach is about 
eighty feet wide and resembles an am- 
phitheater, being walled in by low 
Tocks, The sounds coming up from the 
ground at this place recur at intervals 
of about an hour. They at first resem- 
ble a low murmur, but ere Jong there 
is heard aloud knocking somewhat 
like the strokes of a bell and which at 
the end of about fire minutes becomes 
so strong as to agitate the sand. 

The explanation of this curious phe- 
nomenon given by the Arabs Is that 
there is a convent under the ground 
here, and that these sounds aré those 
of the bell which the monks ring for 
prayers, So they call it Nakous, which 
means a bell.

‘The cap- 
tain, Barney Nunn, turned his boat 
from its course, heading it for the 
shore, followed by the steam yacht 
which was a mile away 
when the blaze burst out. 

Passengers Transierred te Nokomis. 

The burning boat was beached on 
Cedar Island, and in n moment the 
Nokomis was run behind her, The 
transfer of passengera was quickly 
made without the loss of lile and 
the united efforts of both crews ox- 
tingujshed the blaze.

Russians Lost 1,000 Men. 





Gen, Karoki's ‘Troops Drive the Enemy 

| From a Strengly Yortified Posttien in 
the Chi River—One Japanese Company 
Lost All Its Officers in the Fierce 
Fight—Japanese Are Closing in on 
Lisoyang. 


Tokio, July 23.—Gencral Kuroki, 
after a severe fight, occupied  Kiao- 
tung on July19. The place had Been 
fortified by tho Russians, who de- 
fended it stoutly. In the fighting 
General Kuroki’s troops drove the 
Ttussians from their strongly -forti- 
fled: position on the Chi River, which 
is ‘northwest of Motien Pass, and 
east of Anping, inflicting upon the 
cnemy more serious losses than they 
sustained themselves, The fight began 
on the 18th, and ended on the 19th. 
The Japanese lost 424 men in killed 
and wounded. The Russian losses arc 
estimated at 1,000. 

One Company Loses All Its Officers, 


General Kuroki began his advance 
early on the morning of the 18th. 
He covered and followed the cnemy 
along tho Chi River, The Russians 
seemed to be retiring to tho north- 
ward, when suddenly two battalions, 
with elght guns, turned and attacked 
the Japanese advance vigorously. At 
this point the Japancse suffered | be- 
fore the relief came, one company 
losing all its officers. At a late hour 
in the afternoon the Russians’ posi- 
tion was developed. They occupied 
an eniinence on the bank of the Chi. 
This river guarded their left flank 
and high precipices protected the 
Russians on the right. The only ap- 
proach to their position weg through 
a narrow defile. « fighting con- 
tinued until dark, when tho Japan- 
ese forces bivowacked. ‘The Iussians 
made two counter attacks, but” were 
repulsed in each case. 

Renewed at Midnight. 

The Japaneso renewed the attack 
at mitinight, posting their artillery 
in tho, valley below and-on the high 
ground to the south of the lNussian 
position, The main Japanese body 
was assigned to attack the Russian 
centre, a small detachment was sent 
toward the right flank and ‘another 
to watch the enemy's left flank. Af- 
ter these positions had been taken, 
the fighting ceased for a time, but it 
was resumed at dawn. The Russians 
had thirty-two guns in action, and 
they vigorously shelled the Japanese. 
‘To this fire the Japanese replied, and 
the’ bombardment lasted for four 
hours, During this time the Japanese 
infantry moved forward, the fankers 
had succeeded in sealing the heights 
on the Russian right by 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon, at which hour the 
main force was ordered to storm the 
Hussian centre. The Japanese artil- 
lery protected this move splendidly, 
but the infantry met with a severe 
fire, and Jost heavily in gaining the 
heights. The final successful charge 
was delivered at half-past five in the 





Metreata Rout, 


The Japanese succeeded in partially 
cutting off the Russian retreat and 
it soon became a rout, The enemy 
went in two directions, to the north- 
ward and to the castward. The lhus- 
sian forces engaged and included, in 
addition to the artillery, seven bat- 
talions of infantry and a regiment of 
Cossacks. The enemy Ieft 131 dead 
and 300 rifles on the field. Prisoners 
taken ‘estimated the Russian losses 
at 1,000, The Japanese lost one off- 
cer and 54 men killed, and one off- 
cer and 350 wounded. . 

On Yuly 19 Japanese forces attack- 
eda ttalion of infantry, who occu- 
pied C hiato, to the northward of 
Shaotidptszua. After four hours of 
fighting, the Russians retired across 
the Taitsu River. In this cngage- 
ment the Japanese had 17 men 
wounded.

General Kuroki’s Headquarters «in 
t Field, July 20, via Pusan,” Co- 
rea, July 24.—The Japanese attack 
on the Russians at Kiaotung Thurs- 
day resulted in another Russian dis- 
aster. Kisotung is 25 miles from 
these headquarters, Few details of 
the engagement have been received, 
but they indicate that the fighting 
was flerce, The Russians had = more 
than one division engaged and the 
artillery was used freely.

Stateg.by the different political part- 
fes thé next chief executive of our 
nation is to be chosen, We, as in- 
telligent men and women, are con- 
Versant with tho struggles which the 
different political parties made~ in 
late convention halls. It is not in- 
appropriate, therefore, for us to take 
as our sermonic theme to-day © the 
vision which Jotham Hdd when all 
the trees of the forest came. together 
in conyention in the valley of Sheci- 
em, with the blue dome. of the heav- 
ens for a roof, and selected the use 
less, destroying bramble ax their 
“King.

Af- 
ter a few hours the Japancec § left 
flank, from Taping Mountain, captur- 
ed the Vil: of ghudituen, com- 
pelling the Russians to retreat to 
Tienghuaiteun, six miles from their

“The Russians, now reinforced, 
maintained the position until’ 5 
o'clock in the afternoon, when the 
Japanese right flank made a sudden. 
appearance on the hils south of 
Tatcheklao, and by a: tremendous 
fire forced tho Russians to retreat. 

“The Japanese firing line extended 
fiftocn miles,

Every shop of any 
consequence maintains a staff of col- 
lectors, who scour the countryside 
for their stock-in-trade. It is becom- 
ing more and more difficult all the 
time to got the goods, because the 
owners are awakening to the fact 
that they hold something to whicha 
sentimental value Is attached. The 
quest for brass and copper has given 
way in a measure to a search for the 
products of old English or ‘**habit- 
ant” potteries long out of existence. 
Old delit is in good demand, and a 
dealer will ask ten dollars for an 
odd platter or two dollars for a wil- 
low-patterned plate with the same 
grace as the baker asks five cents 
for a small loaf. A connoiascur may 
pay five or filty dollars for a rare 
picce, according to his taste and 
means, and oftentimes according to 
the impression he makes on the sell- 
er. The dealers in antiquities here cs 
timate the style of their patrons 
with great skill, thelr prices 
fluctuate accordingly. As a rule the 
stuff does not cost them much, so the 
price depends on the customer. 
Grandfather clocks and spinning 
wheels are by no means neglected, 
and it is the boast of one dealer that 
clocks having no claims of antiquity 
or uniqueness, and fit only for kindl- 
ing wood, sell readily to American 
visitors for five dollars each. 

‘The observation ‘Distant hills look 
green’’ scems to apply_in this con- 
nection, for while the collectors have 
scoured the outlying districts they 
apparently have neglected the oppor- 
tunitics that lie within sight. « A ro- 
cent visitor to Quebec before going a 
mile from the city procured from a 
habitant on the verge of the century 
mark twenty-three pieces of Jong-used 
deift for what had been asked for 
one piece of a similar kind in the 
city. The regrettable part of this 
trade is that most of the best spoci- 
mens are leaving the country, After 
a while, when it is too late, Cana- 
dians will awaken to their lost op- 
portunities.

St. -Potersburg, July — 27.—Des- 
patches just received by the War Of- 
fico announce that the Russians have 
retreated to Haicheng. 

They decided to withdraw from 
Tatchckiao Sunday evening. Gen. 
Stakelberg -senior resolved to take 
this step, as the Japancse were turn- 
Ing the Sank, B 
‘Tne Japanese forces are believed 
to Include the whole of the armies of 
Generals Oku and Nodzu. More than 
sven divisions of Japanese are en- 
gaged. Tho rear guard action  be- 
tween Datchapu and Tatchekino con- 
tinyedt until 11 at night, when the 
Jupanese were within sight of tho 
Russian entrenchments. The Rus- 
sians withdrew jn perfect order, fav- 
ored by moonlight. 

Gen. Kuropatkin reports that tho 
Japanese column in tho vicinity of 
Saimatzsa, which is believed to ‘be 
two divisions strong, is marching 
along the Valley of the Tatitse with 
the obvious aim of cutting the rall- 
road-above Liaoyang. 

The evacuation of Tatchekiao was 
prepared for’ long ago by the Rus- 
slans. The retirement is not regard- 
ed as materially altering the situ- 


ation. The Russians had strongly 
fortified Haicheng in view of this 
contingency.

We 
Cc 3 have very slowly awaken- 
ed the realization of the fact that 
Manitoba and our Northwest Ter- 
ritories we have the best of wheat 
growing lands on the surface of the 
globe, sixty million acres, where 
wheat is as certain a crop as in any. 
part of the world and more than 
twice sixty million acres where the 
wheat ficlds will in most years yield 
ample returns and where in ey 
year other crops are so certain o 
succeés that the farmer will be able 
to regard with tolerable equanimity 
the possibility of partial failure of 
wheat. What wonder that the Mani- 
toban and Northwest farmer have 
considered whether Hudson’s Bay and 
Straits are not the natural and best 
outlet ‘from the Northwest granary 
to the markets of Europe. Churchill 
{a only 859 miles from Edmonton, 
620 miles from Prince Albert and 
G40 miles'from Winnipeg and the 
sea route from Churchill to Liver- 
pool is but 8,368 miles. 
The original charter of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company was granted in 
1668, in which Pripce Rupert sent 
an expedition into the bay, and Fort 
Charles, the first English settle 
ment, was established near the 
mouth of Rupert’s River. For nearly 
200 years tho company’s ships have 
been passing backwards and for 
warda through the Straits, and scem 
not to have been Mable to any large 
percentage of disaster. It must, 
however, be borne in mind that the 
ships have until recent years been 
sailing vessels, and making but one 
trip per annum, have passed through 
the Straits when there has been very 
little ice. They leave Scotland so as 
to reach the entrance of the Straits 
about August 1st, and within less 
than two months they are again out 
of the Straits homeward bound, 
Mr. Stupart then proceeded to give 
some particulars ;relating to the 
Iength of time navigation in the bay 
{s impeded .or actually suspgnded 
through the ice, thon continued: 
“I give the following as tho season 
during which navigation may in. or- 
dinary yoars be regarded as practic- 
able for the purpose | of’ commerce: 
not indeed to the cheaply — built 
freight steamer, commonly known as 
the ‘ocean 'tramp,’ but to vessels of 
about 2,000 tons gross, fortified for 
meeting ice, and of such construction 
as to enable them to be fair freight 
carriers. These vessels must be 
strengthened forward; should — have 
wooden sheeting and pe rery full un- 
der the counter; the propeller should 
be of small diameter and be well 
down in the water, I place*the limit 
of size at about 2,000 tons because a 
larger ship would be somewhat. un- 
wieldly, could not make such good 
way through the loose fce, and being 
unable*to turn so sharply she would 
get many a heavy blow ‘that the 
smaller ship would escape.”’

design. ‘The artist; makes a small wa- 
‘ter icolor!aketch'to’ show. the general 
design and 'color scheme, accompany- 
ing it with detailed studies. From this 
two large drawings or cartoons are 
made, the exact size of the desired 
tswindow. One cartoon shows where the 
Jeads will’ be placed—the thin strips 
of lead, hollowed on both sides and 
Jooking In a.transyerse section like the 
letter “Hy which form the’ framework 
to the pleces of glass together. 
Another drawing gives the sizo and 
shape of each plece of glass. ‘This car- 
toon is cnt Into its component pleces by. 
& pair (or triplet) of three bladed scis- 
sors, which leave between thelr paral- 
lel blades) a space sufficient for the 
leads.’ These cut out patterns are put 
together again on’ a large glass ease}, 
to which they are attached by wax,and 
the spaces between aro blacked in to 
give the effect of the leads. 

The easel is then placed against a 
window where the light can stream 
through ft. The artist or his substitute 
replaces each paper pattern on the ensel 
by a pleco of glass of exactly the samo 
size, cut from a sheet of glass of the 
color called for by the color sketch. 
The. sketch is not followed exactly; 
experiment with the actual glass will 
suggest improvements. To a greater 
or less extent this stained glass is sup- 
plemented by painted glass, on which 
the colors are fired as !n china paint- 
ing. When/all the pleces have been 
cut they are transferred to the “lead- 
ing” drawing, the flexible leads are 
twisted into shape and soldered at the 
Joints and a special cement applied to 
make the whole water tight. The win- 
dow is now conmplete, ready to be put 
im position, where it is made secure by 
copper wires fastened to the trans- 
verse bars of fron.

And so | caine to be Jim 
Other name I bave not, because ms 
revered father overlooked the formali- 
ty of marriage with my mother. Later 
he overlooked both wy mother and 
myself, and we were Ieft to drift on 
the tide of bumanity, and it fs a 
truth, which {s strange In the presence 
of the raunted civilization of this era, 
that such flotsam will ever be nally 
stranded on the barren shores of dam- 
nation, ; 
“At the age of 5 1 began to steal, not 
from necessity, but from Imitation. I 
lived among thicves and did as they 
did. At 101 was one of the most skill- 
ful pickpockets along the Bowery, and 
at 12 I was at the head of a band of 
20 boys any one of whom was a past 
master In the art of breaking the 
eighth commandment. One of these, 
emboldened by success, attempted an 
operation beyond his power of accom- 
plishment and was detected In the act, 
He fled and was followed. With a lack 
of comradeship, for which he has aloce 
been punished, he ran fnto my place 
and, depositing some of his plunder 
under my bed, succeeded in evading the 
officer who had followed him in I 
was awakened from what the police- 
man declared was a, sham siecp and 
taken to the’ station house, whence In 
due time I was sent to a reformatory. 
“There I remained until I was of 
age, and during those seven years.I re- 
cclyed a'double educatien. From the 
good and plous preacher who officiated 
In whe chapel I first suspected the ral- 
ue of knowledge and then obtained the 
books from whicb to acquire it. Belog 
my, owy teacher to a great extent and 
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Yet are we not counted as the enc- 
mies of society? 

“Let us consider for a moment the 
true relation between the criminal and 
society at large. There secms to 
but one doctrine of salvation for the 
delinquent, and that Js punishment. 
Granting that this theory Is a correct 
one, Is it justly practiced? We Sod 
that for a given offense there jaa 


* specified number of years ln“prison set 


down as the proper punishment, Are 
all men who commit this crime equally 
amenable to punishment, that all 
should be treated with equal severity? 
Are all of these guilty persons equally 
responsible for thelr acts? Have all 
had the same heritage, the same en- 
vironment, the same examples of con- 
duct and the same opportunities for 
lying without resortteg-to crime? The 
answer Is so evident that it is amaz- 
ing that civilization should tolerate 
such blindness In the Goddess of Jus- 
tice,” 

He paused a moment,;having deliv- 
cred the final sentences with such 
earnest and Intense force that bis au- 
dlence was carried awayt by his elo- 
quence and applauded , rapturoualy. 
Mr. Mitchel was astounded to find a 
man of this mental caliber openly ad- 
mitting that he lived a tfe of crime. 
He was more Interested than he had 
ever before been In apy man apd was 
impatient to hear more. 

“My friends, society bas made one 
egregious, Irreparable blunder, aod It 
has fallen Into this error from sheer 
selfishness. The mistake lea In this— 
the criminal has been measured by the 
standards applicable’ to normal men, 
whereas crime ever bas been and ever 
will be the result of abnormal derelop- 
ment or of pbysical and psychical de- 
generation. To use a trite simile, 
‘crime Is a disease,’ and, as In otber 
diseases, the sufferer is personally re- 
sponsible for his condition fo only a 
swall proportion of cases, 

“How differently does socicty treat 
physical and moral disease! For the 
aMicted of the Orst class we hare col- 
Jeges, physicians, ourseries, sanitarl- 
ums, hospitals and Inzarettos. for the 
latter we have lawyers, Juries, judges, 
prisons, stripes and hanging. 

“In the worst stages of physica) dis- 
ease the Individual becomes a menace 
and a danger to the community. With 
perfect but nevertbelcss selfish Justice 
the affilcted one Is seized and Incarcer- 
ated In a lazaretto. Such a fate Is 22d 
enough and bad enough, yet It is vastly 
different froin the extreme example of 
the morally discased. He endangers tha 
life or takes the Trfe of one of the com- 
munity, and bis life Is taken In pay- 
ment. Thus society as a whole com- 
its the very act for which It dooms 
the poor wretch. If it be argued that 
society kills, but does not murder, the 
contention Is casily shown to be sopb- 
latry, for If a man should kill a con- 
yicted and condemned murderer, thus 
committing the act which soclety bas 
elected itself to’ commit, such a man 
would still be adjudged cullty of mur- 
der. Yet if all the facts were consider- 
ed, Including the most important one 
that all morally diseased are also phy+ 


feally Imperfect and that the two af- 
filctions are interdependent, the world 
would be aroused to the recognition of 
its great error, and society would be 
compelled to admit that It should no 
more slay the moral than the physical 
leper. The day will, the day must, 
come when crime, like disease, will be 
treated curatively rather than punitive 
ly, but that day is not yet, and we live 
in the present and must meet condl- 
tions as they are. How, then, shall we 
criminals, we ‘crooks,’ fashion our 
Uves? 

“I have polnted out to you the great 
error made by society; bus, my friends, 
we ourselves have fallen into the same 
mistake, and it is of moremportance 
to us than to socicty, We also over- 
look the fact that our criminal propen- 
sitics are born and bred In us, that we 
are not solely responsible for what we 
are, that we are morally and ofttimes 
physically diseased and that we are 
congenitally so. Yet such is our de- 
plorable condition. Moreover, no belp- 
ing hand Is outstretched toward us. 
‘The hand that beckons holds a scourge, 
and the index fluger points the way to 
prison, The world will not help us, 
We must help ourselves. How? 

“Why not. by co-operation, as In this 
society?) Thus we erect a community 
in sympathy with our position and con- 
dition, and by learnipg to live {n true 
harmony with all the members of this 
smaller; diseased community wo can- 
not but progress In oureclyes and in 
our progeny toward a right to claim 
a place In that wider world which 
holds us: now as enemics—enemies 
without claim on Christian love. 

“In physical discase the most Impor 
tant step toward cure bas been made 
when the rresence of the disturbance

“There is a law, however, that every 
man has the Inberent right of self pres- 
ervation. The rule applies to the moral 
leper as well as to the spotless virgin. 
The right being his, Jet him obtain 
the means, Let bim first acquire knowl- 
edge, the wisdom of the swork!, the 
learning of books and, above ail, the 
knowledge of himself. Let him be- 
ware how he commits a crime. If he 
must defy the law, and It will be in- 
evitable that he must, let bim plot and 
pla patient and cautious, cunning 
and wary, so that, baying ylelded to 
the Impulse of crime when he can no 
longer resist, he may yet defy detection 
and that punishment which blind jus- 
tice will mete out to him.

man,"’' an inolegant and’ in itself 
meaningless phrdsv, should have so 
completely ousted from our common 
everyday specch the good old Eng- 
lish name of *‘brideman’’ or ‘‘bridcs- 
man. (34 Anothér old name is 
“‘gtoomsman,"’ and in days gone by 
tho bridegroom was attended, not 
by one friend, but by several, who 
were known as the bridemen | or 
grooinsmen, 
The term ‘‘best man’; came into 
use, presumably; to indicate the one 





of these who took the lead in per- 


forming their various dutics and was 
in closest attendance on the bride- 
groom, In recent years the custom 
of having groomsmen has been oc- 
casionally revWed, but it has not 
become general. At a fashionable 
wedding, {our or five-yeara ago, the 
bride w. ntent with five brides- 
maids and two pages, whereas the 
bridegrooms was supported by no 
fewer than nine groomsmen. 

But at the present time such an 
array has by no means the same 
meaning, nor are those attendant 
friends of so much usec, as in days of 
old, The forerunner of the brideman 
was the brideleader, whose duty it 
was to bring tho bride to the 


bridegroom. In most countries *whero. 


the real or pretended capture of the 
bride was an essential part of tho 
ceremony, and wherever traces of the 
very anciont custom of bride capture 
existed, the friend or friends‘of the 
bridegroom had the important office 
of capturing the lady and bringing 
her to her lord, 

In one of Dryden's plays there is 
the line: ‘‘Betwixt her guards she 
seemed by bridemen led,"' and Brand 
tells us that at many old English 


woddings the bridegroo as led to 
the church tieenae reormetde and 


the bride by two young men, hold- 
ing her by the arins as if unwilling. 
This was evidently a survival of the 
idea of capture. 

The same idea, somewhat; more 
disguised, can be traced in the cus- 
tom which was not unknown at old- 
fashioned weddings less than a cen- 
tury ago, in the North of England, 
and in the West of Scotland, of the 


bridegroom's ‘‘best) man"’ escorting 
the bride to the church, It has been 
disputed, naturally, whether the 


groom's nearest fricnd was chosen as 
escort with tho idea of protecting the 
lady .from seizure by others, or 
whether he might be regarded as the 
leader in tho act of capture. 

But whichever idea lay. at ‘the back 
of the practice, it was clearly a sur- 
vival connected with the custom of 
marriago by capture. Later, the 
bridemen had various functions to 
perform which have now become ob- 
solete. Thero was still a trace of tha 
capture idea in tho old duty at one 
time assigned to the brideman of 
giving tho bride away. He led her to 
the church and then acted the part 
an filled by the lady's father or 
other near male relative. 

In the old seventeenth century bal- 
lad of the ‘‘Golden Glove,”’ which 
used to be @ great favorite at rural 
gatherings in all parts of the coun- 
try in tho old, unsophisticated days, 
before the melancholy monstrositics 
of the modern music hall had driven 
the genuinc old English ballads and 
songs out.of use and memory—in this 
ballad there are the lines which al+ 
lude to tho custom named: 


“I thought you had been at the wedding,” 
she cried, 

‘Te a on the squire and give him his 
ence ts 


And it has been pointed out that 
the same custom may be hinted at in 
the marriage servico rubric—‘*Tho 
minister receiving the woman at her 
father’s or fricnd’s hands."’ 

Among tho Shropshirg peasantry in 
quite rocent years som¢thing of © tho 
old custom seems to have prevailed. 
Misa Burne, in her delightful book 
on ‘Shropshire Folklore,”” says that 
at woddings in humble life the brido‘s 


‘father is seldom and her mother nev- 


er present, As a rule the only com- 
panions'to church of the bride and 
groom are the best man and the 
bridesmaid. In such circumstances it 
ig obvious that the lady must be 
given away by her lover's friend, on 
whose arm sho has walked to church. 

A still more curious thing is that 
it. is considered lucky, Miss Burke 
tolla us, for cither the best man or 
the bridesmaid’ to be already mar- 
riod. ‘I have really seen,’’ she 
writes, ‘‘a married woman acting as 
‘bridesmaid!’ ’* Loss than twonty 
years ago a Newport newspaper, de- 
scribing a villago wedding, said that 
Mr, and Mrs, So-and-so, of fo 
“accompanied the happy couplo and 
performed tke ollices of best man and 
bridesmaid, respectively.”’ 

Another old function of the bride- 
men, or bridesquires, as they wero 
sometimes called, was to carry round 
the cake and the bridcbowl. ‘The 
bridebow!, or cup, Was handed round 
ata wedding. so that the frionds 
might drink the health of the/newly 
married pair—a kind" of loving-cup 
ceremony. 

But before the proceedings had 
reached this pleasant point, ft had 
beer! the duty of the bridemen to lift 
tho bride over the threshold. This is 
an ancient and widespread custom, 
the ‘meaning of which has caused 
much shedding of ink. In the west 
of Scotland, of old, says Mr, Napier, 
In his book on the folklore of that 
region, ‘‘the threhold of the house 
was disonchanted by charms, and “by,

As to the sink- 
ing of the .Knight Commander, —he 
“regretted that information which 
reached me this | morning confirmed 
this regrettable occurrency."’ Mr, 
Balfour added: ‘“There is no ques- 
tion of loss of life, but I am afraid 
there is » question of a breach of 
interrfational law."’ .

He thereupen 
Accided to attempt a» “hight surprise, 
This was successful, the Jdpancse 
troops hustling, the Russians inte re- 
treat to Tatchckiao. The Japanese 
had 800 casualties, 

Tho Takushan ariny fought and 
won a separate action on Friday, 
July 22, at Pauling, loxing 31. men. 
The Russians left. 14 dead. The Ja- 
Pancse began the adVanco against the 
Russian positions south of ‘Tatche- 
kiao’ on Saturday, July 23. On 
this date the vanguard occupied posi- 
tions in the vicinity of Chuichiatun, 
to the southeast of Tatchekiao, de- 
veloping the position and strength of 
the enemy,

When the Baby Cries. 
The early cry which is painfully try- 
ing to some young mothers, especially 
a nervous one, becomes less dis- 
tressing if she stops to think that the 
lungs, never having been used, need ex- 
ercise In order to make them strong. 
For the first three months the infant is 
too weak, even with a fair amount of 
crying, to develop the lungs more than 
one-third their normal capacity, and 
that these organs cannot be considered 
perfect until they are inflated to their 
utmost is enough to make her tolerant 
of a fair allowance of crying. A year 
of simple breathing would not accom- 
plish as much toward developing the 
lungs as a moderate amount of crying 
each day for a month. It Is the deep 
inhalation, such as accompanies 2 good 
ery, Which sicne ° make the lungs 
strong. Healthy nts cry normally, 
and they should be allowed to do so a 
portion’ of each day. When the cry is 
whining or continuous, i¢ is usually 
caused by orerindulgence of some kind 
or by mistakes such as handling the 
baby when he {s more comfortable left 
alone, ‘Too much entertaining causes 
nervousness and coli extremities, 
which make necessary too many wraps 
or too hot a room; this results In dis- 
comfort and wenkness and lack of 
fresh alr. Sleeping in a bed with older 
persons is bad for a baby; it draws 
upon the vitality. Indigestion is never 
natural;-it is eansed by overfeeding or 
improper \feeding.—Marianna Wheeler 
in Harper's Bazar. 


Pretty Bedspread, « 

“Any extremely pretty bedspread is 
made by taking a new linen sheet and 
with a dinner plate and small dessert 
plate or saucer making intersected clr. 
cles with a hard lead pencil at regular 
intervals over the spread. When this 
ia done the foundation lines are made 
for a pretty design of wreaths, on 
which it is easy to draw. flowers or 
leaves.

When the flowers hate 
been: sketched, stain them the color 
desired with a fastdye. There are 
several dyes that will stand careful 
washing—violet Ink or red ink, for In- 
stance, After the designs have been 
atnined outline them with single 
xepbyr worsted, which washes admir- 
ably. Wash silk is pretty and dainty, 
but It Js not so-effective and takes 
more time. The easiest outline stitch 
is to sew around the design with slm- 
ple running stitch and then, going over 
it'again, catch each stitch In over and 
orer fashion. This gives a rope effect 
which looks well.

COLONEL LAKE SUGGESTED. 


As Probable Chief of Staff of the Canadian 
Militia. 


Ottawa, July 30.—(Globe 
—Sir Frederick Borden has taken the 
initial step toward the reorganiza- 
tion of the Canadian militia in ac- 
cordance with the new Militia Act. 
Ile has applied te the Imperial au- 
thorities for a suitable officer to all 
the position of chicf of staf, one of 
the most imporant positions in the 
new militia council. The position of 
Keneral officer cominanding no longer 
eNists, but Sir Frederick decms jt 
advisable to obtain the services of 
‘tn experienced Imperial officer of the 
militia, and would be well pleased if 
he could obtain the services in that 
tupacity of Col, Lake, chief of staff 
of the first army corps, under Sir 
Evelyn Wood. Col, Lakes is well ac- 
quainted with the Canadian militia, 
having at one time -been quartermas- 
ter-sgeneral of the militia, —and--oy 
»veral occasions he acted as general 
olicer commanding temporarily. le 
ix a thorough soldier, who well un- 
derstands and appreciates the condi- 
Uons which prevail under the Cana- 
dian systein. He was decidedly popu- 
Jar with all ranks, and on leaving 
Canada was highly recommended by 
F. Borden to the See: etary of 
State for War. If his services can be 
secured, hit appointment will no 
doubt meet with general favor among 
the militia.
